THE SUPERIOR MAN. 
[To the Editor of the “ China Mail.”*) 

Dear Sir,-—Map I so far trespass on 
your space as to offer a few remarks 
on your Confucian and confusing 
leader of the 25th ? 

I think that you treat the ‘superior 
man” of the Four Books with rather 
less. than grace. Your first quotation 
is most simply rendered “in the ides! 
man practical ekill and graceful 
manners ate equally balanced. ...-” 
The next was appropriated by the 
Greeks as “Know Thyself.” Again, 
as to the “symptom of supefiority,”” 
surely there is truth in the idea that 
virtue is instinctive, and can only 
hope to live by developing a man’s 
innate good? Learning therefore be- 
comes education in the Latin sense of 
drawing out the inherent good. 

Your leader-writer wholly. mis- 
appehends the purport of the 
instruction to. act before speaking 
land only a blind man could read 
from it “act before you think.’ Cor} 
fucius intends that a man.who is 
advanced enough to have principles 
needs not to speak before acting. for 
he can afterwards justify himself by 
quoting the principles on which he 
acted 


Confucius holds that the ‘‘idealist,”” 
or what Legge calls “the superior 
man” is born in every one of us. and 
that it isonly the action of enyiron 
ment (though he would not have 
called it that) which leads us from 
good. ‘The striking contrast between 
this ides and the Christian con- 
ception of original sin is the 
foundation of the very practical 
system of ethics founded by the 
Chinese Saye, who very rationally 
suggests that in the sbsence of any 
necessity for the introduction of the 
supernatural into ethical discussicis 
it is as well to assume the most 
obvious thing ; man in the cradle be- 
ing clearly sinless, is it not likely that 
he learns evil from his surroundings, 
and thet the cure lies in tr. ining him 
to take to himself those things which

‘Aasociation, bis subject being “Speech 


_}| Through the-Ether, or the Srientific 


Principles Underlying Wireless Tele- 
phony.”

Jatinguished members of the associa- 
tion on subjects of current «entific 
interest, and fxu~ bave been arranged. 

Sir Oliver Lodge ‘began his lecture 
by expounding some of the properties 
and peculiarities of the ether of space 
as distinct from any kind of ordinaty 
matter, and explained its extrordin- 
ary perfection as s transmitter of 
energy. It was well, he continued. to 
remember t names of recent 
times—Kelvin, Maxwell, FitzGerald, 
Hertz, the pioneers on cne line. 
and on another Crookes, 
J. J. Thomson, and others 
who were working bard to-day. The 
Grst line dealt with the ether and its 
properties, the second line discovered 
the nature of-electricity. ‘The dis- 
covery which closed the nineteenth 
century wes the isolation of the 
netural unit of electricity.. Small 
almost beyond conception. mobile 
and active to an extraordinary de- 
gree, the electron was becoming our 
most docile servant. The skill of 
man had harnessed them, and it 
was. by their aid that sound vibrations 
Could be transmitted to the ether and 
after transit across: great vasts of 
space could be “transmitted back | 
again.

‘Itt, 
which asked the Court to sanction 
the alterations to the Company's 
memorandum of association un 
apimonsly -agreed-- to at ex: 
traordinary geveral meetings of sbare- 
holders held on July 27 and August, 
8, 

Appearing to support the petition, 
Mr, Eldon Potter (instructed by 
Messrs, Deacon, Looker, Deacon and. 
Harston) explained that the necessity 
for the present application arose 
through the circumstance that the 
memorandnm of association granted 
to the company when it was in- 
corporated in 1806 had new proved 

‘entirely inadequate for the progress 
of this great undertaking.” 

Asummons for direction had been 
taken out under section 10 of the 
Companies Ordinance and" the acting 
Chief Justice had expressed himself 
satisfied that this petition would 
not in any way adversely affect 
the creditors of the Company. 
His Honour had therefore dispensed 
with any notice being given to the 
creditors and had directed that the 
petition should be advertised in 
certain newspapers on certain dates. 
This had been done and there was an 
afidavit on the file by Mr. Scott 
Hasston to prove it. 

Mr, Potter said that the application 
care before the Court with the 
unanimous spproval of the shate- 
holders. Counsel read Mr. Taggart’s 
petition which, after dealing with the 
alterations ta the company’s capital 
recently authorised. went on to state.

the times and maintain its position.”

All the Euclidian 
geometry goes by the board in-the 
new theory, and its utter wrongness 
is proved, as Einstein prophesied, by 
three successive astronomical ohserva- 
tions. The world is in four dimensions, 

“not three. As he put it. “The cur- 
wature of the world in al! directions 

'\ und in all places is constant,” and is 
in four dimensions, not like a sphere. 
Such'a conclusion seemed to Professor 
Eddington “inevitable,” 

Professor Eddington’s personal 
triumph . was notable. So clear, 
ingenious, and even humorous a 
lecture was never delivered of 50 
obscure a theme. : ,

If there is sentient life on either, 
we shall be able to see it in progress.

but the vegetation which the ‘‘canals"

On Venus we may envisage more 
inspiring sights, for Venus is'as much 
older as Mars is younger than the 
earth, and her stage of evolution 
should be much more sdvanced than 
ourown. Unlike Mars, which has an 
arctic temperature, all‘ the conditions 
oa Venus are favourable to the highest 
development of sentient life. She has 
clouds, water, atnrosphere, a sub-tro- 
pical to tropical climate, and vegeta 
tion is abundant. Her people may 
be as superior to those of the earth as 
these are to the ape men of oar own 
past ages. 

THE MOON MYSTERY. 

Finally, there is our own special 
satellite, the*moon, Her minimum 
distance from the earth is mere matter 
of 221,614 miles, and until quite 
recently we have dismissed her as_s 
dead world. 

Within the past few months, bow: 
ever, Professor W. H. Pickering, who 
had already cast sinister doubts on 
the “canals” of Mars, has thrown a 
lunar bombshell into the camp of the 
astronomers. He has seen vegetation 
in the actual process of growth in the 
crater known as Fratosthenes, which 
lies at thé eastern ‘termination of the 
lunar Apennines, and he declares that 
it is grey, and has the appearance af 
sagebush, or cactus.
